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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Claims 22, 24-25, 28, 31-34 for elected invention as shown on Fig. 1-2 are further 
examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) 
and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when 
the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



Claims 22, 24-25, 28 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Maxim-6,560,916 B1. 

As to claims 22, 24-25, and 28, Maxim-'916 (please see reproduced Fig. 6 below for 
refernce) discloses a device 10 including linear portion 12, end 16, extension 44 formed at the 
free portion of end 16 and including 2 linear tips diverging from end 16 in opposite directions 
(upward and downward or leftward and rightward), each linear tip having a free terminus, and 
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second opposite end 12a including stopper 32 bent relative to linear portion 12 substantially as 
recited in the claims. 

As to claim 34, rod handle 12 is shown as thicker than extension 44. Inherently, handle 
12 is more rigid than extension 19. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in 
a prior Office action. 

1. Claims 31-34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maxim- 
6,560,916 B1. 

As to claims 31-32, Maxim-'916 does not explicitly disclose the device is made of a 
synthetic resin or a metal. However, synthetic resin and metal are well known material for using 
in a fluid such as water or salt water. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to make Maxim-'916 device of a metal or synthetic resin as these material are well known to 
be used in a fluid such as water or salt water. 

As to claim 33, Maxim-'916 does not explicitly disclose the extension width in the range 
from 1 mm to 1 5 mm. However, sizing or dimensioning a device to fit the application of the 
device is considered as within level of one of ordinary skill in the art. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to make a Maxim-'916 device to have the dimension as 
recited in the claim as one desires. 

As to claim 34, Maxim-'916 does not explicitly disclose the extension 44 is more flexible 
than handle 12. However, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide more 
rigid handle 12 for easy handling of the device and thinner and more flexible extension 44 
diverging from end 16 to facilitate penetration of extension 44 to a tissue, such as a fish tissue. 
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Response to Arguments
